day in secret, and the eross-examina 
Hon of Mrs. Sutton, the mother of the 
dead officer, occupied practically all 
ol the meeting of the board. 
No 
sooner had 
Mrs. 
Sutton 
taken the 
stand to testify than Major Leonard, 
Judge advocate, demanded that the 
letters of Mrs. Sutton, read at the 
cfestd session on last Saturday, be 
read in public, along with the record 
of the whole meeting 
The letters were four in number, 
and 
they 
were 
written to 
H. 
M. 
Swartz, a clerk In the marine corps 
paym asters’ office in Washington. L>. 
C., by Mrs. Sutton. 
The first asked 
Swartz if she could write with confi­ 
dence as to his sympathy. 
Called Son’s Chums Wild Beasts 
A second letter to Mr. Swatrz gave 
a version of what occurred on the 
night of Lieutenant S u tto n s death, 
and also detailed wounds which Mrs. 
Sutton wrote had been inflicted upon 
her son. 
She referred frequently to 
those who were with Lieutenant Sut­ 
ton at the time he was shot as “wild 
beasts.’’ 
In this letter the name of Miss Mary 
E 
Stewart, of 
Pittsburg, was men 
Honed. 
Mrs. Sutton asked Swartz to 
find out from Oaterman and the oth 
ers who were in the automobile with 
Sutton on the fatal night what had 
actually happened preceding the shoot­ 
ing. 
in Hie third letter to Swartz. Mrs. 
Sutton bays: “The love between ‘Jim 
aile’ and myself was the greatest that 
could exist between two persons. If 
‘Jim m ie’ met with an accident. I felt 
It a tonic. 
Well, the 
night 
those 
beasts were laying 
their plans for 
•Jimmie’ an awtul fear ram** over rn** 
aud my two daughters; we could not 
talk, and each kept away from the 
other for fear of betraying our feel­ 
ings. 
The next day Mr. Sutton came 
In and asked if I could stand some 
awful news. He told me that ’Jim m ie’ 
was reported to have killed himself. 
Shot to Hide Crime. 
“Oh. God! Mr. Swartz.” the writer 
exclaims, “if Jim m ie’ had not spoken 
to me I w'ould have died. 
Then ‘Jim ­ 
mie’ 
came 
up to 
me 
and 
said: 
Mother, dear, don’t you believe it; I 
never killed myself. 
Adams killed 
me; they beat me to death and then 
Adams shot me to hide the crime. He 
told me how they laid a trap for him; 
how 
he walked into it; how 
Utley 
grabbed him to pull him out 
of the 
automobile, how they held him and 
Osterman beat him; about his fore­ 
head being broken, his teeth knocked 
out and the lump under his jaw, and 
how-, when 
he was 
lying 
on 
the 
ground, someone kicked him in the 
side aud smashed his watch. 
He beg­ 
ged me not to die, but to live and clear 
his name. 
Well, after three weeks, I 
proved som* things he told me were 
true, and after repeatedly demanding 
the evidence after four months I got 
it. and within the last month I have 
proven everything he told me.

from me. not even death, and Adams.

Body Covered With Bruises. 
The autopsy emphasized the lim 
tallty of the crime.

condition — the 
head. 
fate. 
chest, arm s and hands were covered 
with bruises and scratches; the bone 
that supports the tongue, the hyoid. 
was 
fractured, 
when 
the 
assailant 
choked his victim: the body was t o v 
ered with blood, and the hair was full 
of dirt and leaves. Indicating that the 
body was dragged some distanc e, prob­ 
ably by the feet. 
Fart of the clothing 
had been removed. It would seem that 
the girl. who was of vigorous phy­ 
sique. made a desperate struggle to 
save her honor and her life. 
The young woman left her h o m e on 
Satu rd ay morning to place flow ers in 
the family cemetery, which is that of 
the Catholic church, and 
when she 
did not return at night her family be 
came greatly alarmed. A search was 
instituted, which was kept up until the 
finding of her body bv two officers. 
The spot where the body was found 
was well chosen for concealment. It I* 
back of an old ice house in the c e m e ­ 
tery property and is surrounded by 
wild undergrowth and trees.
